At the regular monthly meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce, held Mon¬ 
day evening, several matters <*f inter¬ 
est to the town were discussed. 

A communication from the council 
of Community Service of California, 
asking for aid in raising money to ob¬ 
tain a home in Los Angeles for the 
disabled veterans of the World war, 
was read and J. H. Wright was ap¬ 
pointed chairman and H. E. Allen 
treasurer of a committee to handle 
the work in this town. The senti¬ 
ment'of the meeting was strongly in 
favor of standing back of this work. 

The' meeting also endorsed the 
“Greater Southern California—Go 
Ahead” movement, which has been 
started in Los Angeles. The idea 
back of this movement is to beat the 
calamity howlers to it. Southern 
California has felt the business and 
financial depression of the past few 
months less than any other section of 
the country—in fact, it has not been 
particularly noticeable in this quar¬ 
ter of the globe—and the men organ¬ 
izing this movement intend to fore¬ 
stall any depressing effect that might 
result from mournful reports coming 
from other sections. 

Resolutions passed by the State 
Board of Health, calling attention to 
the increase in smallpox cases and 
urging vaccinations, were read. Up 
to three years ago the number of 
cases in California averaged 150 per 
year. In 1920 there were 4489 cases, 
and in January, 1921, 877 cases, 

which will give a rate of at least 10,- 
000 for 1921. 

T'ne secretary reported eight new 
members and after an extended dis¬ 
cussion on membership and mainte¬ 
nance, those present pledged them¬ 
selves to com?, to the next meeting 
with at least one new member apiece 
to their credit, and as many more as 
they could land. The plan proposed 
by the board of directors of raising a 
special advertising fund by subscrip¬ 
tion was heartily approved and the 
members promised their help in mak¬ 
ing it a success.

Many unique ideas are being de- 
veloned in the general plan of decora¬ 
tions and there will be an extraordin¬ 
ary attractive program for each af¬ 
ternoon and evening. Luncheons, teas 
and dinners will he served, and the 
prizes for exhibitors will he both num¬ 
erous and lovely. 


Despite the inclement weather fif¬ 
teen hundred people attended the first 
anniversary of the organizing of St. 
Rita’s Shrine Sunday. The altar had 
been erected on the church yards and 
seats put in place. These were filled 
and the church crowded, besides those 
who stood on either side of the church 
to hear the services being conducted 
on the inside. 

Father Woodcutter presided and his 
impressive description of St. Rita and 
the work that St. Rita’s Shrine stands 
for was an innnovation to those who 
had never visited the shrine. 

A little more than a year has 
passed since the erection of this 
shrine, in honor of St. Rita, the won¬ 
derful Augustinian nun, the model for 
every state of life. On looking back 
over this short space of time it is 
most consoling to the rector and mem¬ 
bers to record the extraordinary de¬ 
velopment that has taken place in the 
devotion towards this great saint. No 
less comforting are the many favors 
that were reported to the rector in 
charge of this sanctuary. 

Many inspiring sights have been 
witnessed during the year. First of 
all the pilgrimage in the month of 
March and the patronal feast of St. 
Rita in May. Thousands have paid 
visits to the shrine, traveling great 
distances, other thousands unable to 
do so, have sent their requests by let¬ 
ter, while as many have made novenas 
at home. 

The society of St. Rita, after an ex¬ 
istence of eight months, had a mem¬ 
bership of 600 and now has a mem¬ 
bership of 1,000, and its members are 
to he found in every state in the un¬ 
ion. Instead of one mass weekly, two 
masses are now being offered up for 
the intention of the members, every 
Sunday and Tuesday. 

Too much praise cannot he given 
Father Woodcutter. He has labored, 
hard and long for his parish. He is 
an organizer and a tireless worker and 
Sierra Madre may soon hope to see a 
fine new church and the name will be 
St. Rita. 


The Sierra Madre Firemen's club 
are ready with their show that goes 
on at the club house tonight and to¬ 
morrow night.

The Firemen’s Club is not putting 
on this show to make money. They 
want funds for the equipment of the 
fire company and they need funds for 
other purposes. Since the club has 
been organized they have jiaid out 
$507.50 towards the financing of the 
fire apparatus. The Chamber of Com¬ 
merce was unable to carry the entire 
financial load and the Firemen’s club 
came to the rescue, and for these 
splendid young fellows to bo criticised 
because they do not bend to the whim 
of flannel-mouthed gossips, is very, 
very, small town stuff. 

The show will be a good one. The 
music will be good, and you citizens 
of Sierra Madre who look to these 
boys to save your homes from fire are 
not doing your duty if you do not lend 
your moral support, buy a ticket and 
attend the show.
